Located  in  the  middie  of  the  eastern 
seaboard,  about  90  miles  west  of  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mountains  and  2QO  miles  east' of 
North  and  South  Carolina  beaches  lies  the 
"Triad".  Triad  is  simply  a  term  used  to 
describe  three  sister  cities  of  Piedmont 
North  Carolina:  Greensboro,  High  Point 
and  Winston-Salem.
